FIXINQ OF PBIOEB BY OOVEBNMENT 

This country does not often to u ai-. ^Vl• prclVT ways ol peacf 
and pleasure and arc not in the liabil of muintaining extensive light- 
ing machinery in times of national tranquaiity, notwitbrtanding we 
have quite properl/ been often warned against tiie dangers of 011- 
preparcdncsB. 

UnaccuBtomed to these things, it is surprisini,' that, wlien sud- 
denly aroused by war's alarms, we sliould become somewhat panicky 
and do and say iif lonst a few foolisli tilings, allu'll a little, or maybe 
quite a vigorous stirring up ol' tilings generally may now and then he 
good for our souls. Stagnation, on the one hand, brings' decay ; unin- 
ternipted and hi-adloii!,' prosiicrity. on I lie cilhcr, spcUs disaster, in 
nations and as well as in tlie ease of individuals. 

As soon as the President and Congress officially recogniited the 
state of wai' existiiiir lictwceii the I'liitod States iliid (Icrmaii.v \\f 
became very much exeilcd about 11 eondilion of tlungs which has ( \ 
isted for many months, namely, the shortage in the food supply in tliis 
country ami Kuropc. iiiid ouc of the lii'st in'opositions advan('i'<l Imlli 
fii and outside of NVaslunglon was that the goteriniient should he 
given authority to fix the maximum price of staple articles. 

This siiRRistiori attracted iimeli lavorahle eoinment from pri mis 
who had sulVered at the hands of men who had been speculatiii;; in 
' foodstuffs, but it has now been found to have a "kick" coneenled in 
it. The faruisrs, who produce everylhiuf,' we eat in lari,'e i|iiaiitiliis. 
•at once conceived the very correct idea that if the governiuenl lixed 
the maximum price of articles of food, tliis would cIorp the open do(>r 
to competition in the markets of the eiiiintry and iiii<;lit icsnli in 

• prices for grain, etc., so low that there would he no prolit for the 
producer. ^ 

It is surprising how nnmy farmers in Central Kentucky, especial- 
ly tenant farmers, had begun to fear the residts of this di.sposiiinn 
to have the f^overnment fix maximum prices. This led The Leadn 
on Friday to tcleKraph the Secretary of Affricultiire at Washington 
and ask liiiu to send a reassnrinpr message which would state the exact 
position iif the Department of Agrieullure with respect to this .sub- 
ject. 

Tile lepjy of Si'crctai y Houston was very satisfactory. It indi- 
cated that the I'liiied .States will hardly dujdieate the error inadi liy 
Germany at the beginning of war when that eonntry endeavored to 
"fix the price at which the fanner could sell his ^'I'aiii. There the 
scheme of governmental control of prices failed entirely. 

Groat l^pitain pursued th6 opposite and quite the sensible course. 
In that eouiitrv ii<> rlT'ort is inadi' toward lixiiiu' :i iiiaxiiiiiiin price. 
On the contrary, the government wUl endeavor to stimulate extratu'- 
■ dinary production of food products by fixing the lowest price at 
which .1 I'niiiier will he rei|nired to sell his wheat and will leave the 
market open to the regular laws of trade. If the product does not 
in the market realize the minimum price fixed by the government, 
the (lovernment will take the grain itself or pay the diflference to tin 
producer. 

In the United States during the present crisis we should be eare. 
fill to take 11(1 steps that will in the least decree eiiiliarass the lain!- 
owner or threaten his legitimate profits in the home and foieijrn 

• markets, otherwise there will be no encouragement to grow lai irer 
crops. Fiirtiiir, whih' one sliould now. as in all liniei. I'.^ercis,' sane 
and reasonable eneconomy in his afTair.s, in his home and in his husi- 

/ness life, the best possible safeguard against financial disaster Is a 
deleniiiiiatioii on I lie part of eveFv citizen to niaint4in things at thi'ir 
nornuil stape and to make a constant ell'ort to increase, rather than 
diminish, the average income in all lines of trade. 

Stagnation is not economy. I'loiluctivity means prospiM-ity ami 
the ability of the individual and of the nation to, tight and to live 
'Wlkijje fighting.*— Lexington Leader.

Washington, May 3— Absolute au- 
thority to regnUte in its discretion the 
produoUon, distribotloq arid prices 
of food and other nooeosltlos during 
the war was asked of Congress today 
by tho administration. 

In a sweeping bill Introduced with 
adminiBtration approval by Chairman 
Lever, of the House .agriculture com- 
mitted, It Is proposed to empower the 
President, under the war olanse of 
the Constitution : 

To take llicse iiieasures whenever 
in his opinion the natural emergency 
bhall require: 

To fix maximum and minimum 
prices for food, olothfaig, fuel and 
other necessities and the •rticles re- 
quired frr their prf dudlcn; 

To preseiihc re;;iilatioiiK lo govern 
the production of these eommodltics 
and if necessary to requisition flic 
producing factories, mines or other 
eMtablishments; 

Preference on itallfiMds 

To compel holders of necessities u 
release them in amounts insuring 
equitable distribution; 

To regulate exchanges In such a 
way as to eliminate market maniini- 
latlon; 

To compel railroads to give prefer- 
ence to the movement of necessities; 

To levy such iiiiportatioli duties as 
lie liuds necessary to prevent exces- 
sive "dumping" of foreign products, 
and to impose limitations of provis- 
ions upon tbe use of grain in the man- 
ufacture of liquor. 

Powers .Uoro I'reeaiitlon 

In additum the Secretary of Agri- 
culture would be empowered to es- 
tablish standard food grades, to li- 
cense and control the manufacture, 
storage and distribution of foods, lo 
pi escribe the perreiitage of flour to 
be milled fioiii wheat and to regulate 
the mixing of ulieat flour with other 
flour ill the making of bread and other 
food. 

In a statement tonight, Congress- 
iiian I.«ver declared there was noth- 
ing in the measure to disturb le.irili- 
iiiatc' business activities liecauBe "It 
is hoped that the mere conferring of 
the more extreme new powers will 
be sufficient without its becoming ne- 
cessary to exercise them."
